(iii) in clause 4AA, sub-clause (c) shall be 
omitted; 

(iv) in clause 5, in sub-clause (1), after item (m), 

the following new item shall be substituted' 
namely *— 

“(n) to consider listing of new employers”.

(c) to the Central Government, if the^otder 
was made by the Deputy Chairman 
with the approval of the Chairman 
under clause 14(2)(b). 

(2) Any person aggrieved by any order against 

him under clause ft, may appeal in writ¬ 
ing to the Central Government within 
30 days of the receipt of the order : 

Provided that the Central Government, may, 
for reasons tp be recorded, admit an ap¬ 
peal preferred after the expiry of 30 
days- 

(3) Every appeal referred to in sub-dlause (1) 

shall be in writing and preferred within 
14 days of the receipt of the order 
appealed against,”
